WKCPIF'S, the Palm Beach County Comprehensive Plan, Ordinance. No. 
80-8, as amended, provides that public/semi-public buildings may bo 
permitted anywhere within Palm Beach County, provided that they are 


located in a proper zoning district; and 


WHEREAS, Medical Centers cure determined to be public/semi-public 
buildings' as contemplated by the Palm Beach County Comprehensive Plan; 


and 


WHEREAS, it is the desire of the Beard of County Commissioners of 
Palm Beach County to permit Medical Centers"as a Special Exception in 
the Agricultural Residential Zoning District; 

NCW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE BOARD OP' COUNTY 
COMMISSIONERS OF PAIM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA, that: 


SECTION I. 

Ordinance 73-2, as amended, the Zoning Code of Palm Beach County, 
Subsection 602, D., AR-AGRICULTURAL RESIDENTIAL DISTRICT: SPECIAL 

EXCEPTIONS SUBJECT’ TO COMMISSION APPROVAL, is amended by adding the 
following: 

MEDICAL CENTERS which must include a Hospital (Subject to Section 
500.26} as the principal use and may include tlie following 
custarary complimentary uses: 

1.. Nursing and Convalescent Facilities (Subject to Section 
500.25) 

2. Adult Congregate Living Faci.liti.os (Subject to Section 
500.32) 

3. Staff Dormitories 

4. Office Buildings limited to a maximum of 850 Square 
feet of Office Building floor erect per 1,000 square 
feet of Hospital floor area as specified in the 
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approved certificate of need. 

Professional business medical and dental offices, 
laboratories and clinics shall be permitted in the 
office buildings. Fifteen percent (15%) of the floor 
area within such an Office Building may be used for 
customary retail, restaurant/loungo and financial use 
provided such uses are contained wi thin die office 
buildings and are consistent with a Medical Center 
Development. 

Building configuration, allocation of floor area to specific 
typos of: uses and signage information shall bo specified on the 
proposed site plan and shall be reviewed for compatibility with 
the intent of a Medical. Center and with surrounding properties at 


the: time of the original approval. 


SECTION II. 

Ordinance 73-2, as amended, the Zoning Code of Palm Beach County, 
Subsection 602, E, 3, PROPERTY DEVELOPMENT REGULATIONS, is amended to 
read as follows: (ereased—through) language is hereby deleted from 
current wording and underlined language is hereby added to current 
wording).

1 :' be declared invalid 
for any reason whatsoever, such decision shall not a'll at :.;ie remaining 
portions, which shall remain in full force and effect. To this end, the 
provisions of this Ordinance arc hereby declared to be .severable. 

SECTION V. REPEAL OF I AV/ 3 IN CONFL IC T WITH Thi s ORDINANCE 

Any provisions of any ordinances or laws of Palm Beach County, 
Florida, existing on the effective date of this Ordinance, which are in 
conflict with the provisions contained herein shall be deemed repealed 
to the extent of such conflict by this Ordinance. 

SECTION VI. EFFECTIVE DA TE. 

The provisions of this Ordinance shall became effective upon 
receipt of acknowledgment by the Department of State, State of Florida.
